CAIRO, EGYPT I The Al-Jazeera satellite chan- 
nel broadcast an audiotape Sunday purport- 
edly from al Qaeda leader Osama bin Laden, 
in which he urged Muslims to continue fight- 
ing a holy war in Iraq and the Middle East 
rather than cooperate with peace efforts. 

The speaker, who referred to recent 
events including the December capture of 
former Iraqi leader Saddam Hussein, called 
on Muslims to “continue the jihad to check 
the conspiracies that are hatched against 
the Islamic nation.” He said the U.S.-led war 
against Iraq was the beginning of the “occu- 


pation” of Gulf states for their oil. 

“My message is to incite you against the 
conspiracies, especially those uncovered by 
the occupation of the crusaders in Baghdad 
under the pretext of weapons of mass destruc- 
tion, and also the situation in [Jerusalem],” 
the speaker said. 

The tapes authenticity could not immedi- 
ately be verified, although the voice resembled 
that of bin Laden. Al-Jazeera last broadcast 
an audiotape purportedly from bin Laden in 
October. CIA analysts concluded that tape 
probably was authentic, maamoun youssef (ap)

Rover Beams Back Visions of Mars 


NASA begins efforts 
to explore Red Planet, 
awaits color photos 

PASADENA, calif. | Thrilled by the 
apparently flawless landing of the 
Spirit rover on Mars, NASA scien- 
tists pored over photos and other 
information, awaited a stream of 
even more tantalizing data and 
worked on the days-long process 
of getting the robot ready to roll. 

Spirit made a safe landing on 
Mars late Saturday on what scientists 
believe is the bed of an ancient lake 
that once may have harbored life. 

Just three hours later, the six- 
wheeled rover began zipping the 
first black-and-white images of its 


surroundings to Earth, 106 million 
miles distant at the time. 

The first images from Spirit 
show a flat, wind- scoured plain 
peppered with small rocks. The 
scene enthused scientists, eager to 
send the rover prospecting among 
the rocks for evidence that the land- 
ing site once was covered with water. 
NASA said Spirit’s first color images 
could be transmitted to Earth late 
Sunday or early Monday, relayed by 
a second spacecraft in orbit around 
the Red Planet. 

The $820 million NASA Mars 
Exploration Rover project also 
includes a twin golf cart-sized 
rover, Opportunity. That robot is set 
to reach the opposite side of Mars 
on Jan. 24.

Security Causes Another Flight Delay 


British Airways plane 
bound for Dulles 
grounded for 3 hours 

LONDON | A British Airways flight 
from London to Washington, 
canceled twice this week because 
of security fears, was delayed by 
more than three hours Sunday for 
U.S-requested checks. Britain’s 
transport minister said the threat 
of terrorism meant such delays and 
cancellations would be part of air- 
line travel for years to come. 

Sunday’s flight BA223, scheduled 
to depart at 10 : 05 a.m. EST, took off 
from Heathrow Airport just after 


1:15 p.m. Armed police stood guard 
at the departure gate, and the 241 
passengers were quizzed by detec- 
tives before being allowed to board. 

Hundreds of passengers were 
stranded when British Airways 
canceled flight 223 from Heathrow 
to Washington’s Dulles airport on 
Thursday and Friday on government 
advice. A flight on Saturday was 
delayed for three hours. Neither the 
airline nor British officials would 
provide details of the threat. 

In response to U.S. security 
demands, the European Union 
agreed last month to share passenger 
lists for all U.S.-bound flights with

Dean Remains top Target 

Democrats keep sights 
on party’s front-runner 
in first debate of 2004 


JOHNSTON, IOWA | In a feisty, 
first debate of the election year, 
Howard Dean drew fire from fellow 
Democrats on Sunday over trade, 
terror, taxes and more, then calmly 
dismissed his rivals as “co-opted by 
the agenda of George Bush.” 

“I opposed the Iraq war when 
everyone else up here was for it,” 
said the former Vermont governor, 
invoking the issue that helped fuel 


his 2003 transformation from aster- 
isk in the polls to front-runner. 

Dean’s all-purpose rebuttal came 
midway through a debate 15 days 
before the Iowa caucuses, the first 
contest for national convention del- 
egates who will select a Democratic 
challenger to President Bush.

Bush Has a Full Plate 
As Election Year Begins 


WASHINGTON | Still energized by 
the capture of Saddam Hussein 
and signs of an economic rebound, 
President Bush begins the 10 -month 
countdown to Election Day with the 
nation under a high terror alert and 
his job performance under criticism 
from Democrats who want to sit in 
the Oval Office. 

Although the nation has lost 2.8 
million jobs since Bush took office, 
Bush is getting good marks on the 
economy as consumer confidence 
has risen to its highest levels since 
early 2002. 

Bush’s overall job approval 


rating hovers around 60 percent. 
Analysts agree his biggest politi- 
cal challenges are sustaining job 
growth, turning Iraq over to the 
Iraqis and gaining ground on ter- 
rorists around the globe. 

Iraq is the biggest of Bush’s for- 
eign policy challenges. While the 
administration seeks to halt the U.S.

Blair Defends War in 
Surprise Visit to Troops 


British leader says 
occupation of Iraq is 
now at critical stage 

BASRA, IRAQ I British Prime Minister 
Tony Blair made a surprise visit to 
Iraq on Sunday, declaring the occu- 
pation is at a critical stage with just 
six months to restore order ahead 
of the return to self-rule. 

Blair, a staunch ally of the United 
States whose popularity plummeted 
at home amid allegations his gov- 
ernment overstated the threat posed 
by Saddam Hussein, defended the 
Iraq invasion. 

“This conflict here was a conflict 
of enormous importance because 
Iraq was a test case,” he said in 


a speech to some of the 10,000 
British troops stationed in and 
around Basra, 340 miles south- 
east of Baghdad. “If we backed away 
from that, we would never be able 
to confront this threat in the other 
countries where it exists.” 

Blair said security in Iraq would 
be monitored closely as the coalition 
prepares to transfer authority to a 
transitional government by July 1. 

Blair’s trip follows President 
Bush’s surprise Thanksgiving 
Day visit to Baghdad and a visit 
by Spanish Prime Minister Jose 
Maria Aznar on Dec. 20. 

In other Iraq developments, 
an American soldier was shot 
and wounded during a foot patrol 
in the city of Tikrit on Sunday,

Afghans 
Get New 
Charter 

After weeks of bruising 
debate, delegates pass 
historic constitution 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Afterthree 
weeks of rancorous debate, Afghans 
approved an historic new constitu- 
tion on Sunday, embracing it as a 
chance to push ahead with recon- 
struction two years after the fall of 
the Taliban. 

The charter installed a presi- 
dential system that the country’s 
U.S.-backed interim leader Hamid 
Karzai says is critical to holding 
together a country savaged by more 
than two decades of war. 

Rivals of Karzai, mainly from 
the Northern Alliance faction 
that helped U.S. forces drive out 
the Taliban, strengthened parlia- 
ment with amendments giving it 
veto power over key policies. 

But with no provision for a prime 
minister or strong regional councils, 
the wide-ranging powers sought by 
Karzai appeared to have survived 
mainly intact. The charter makes 
the president commander in chief of 
the armed forces and charges him 
with determining the nation’s fun- 
damental policies.

tion or cap them at 4 percent each 
year, a drop from the double- digit 
hikes students have seen recently. 

Delegate Herbert McMillan, 
R-Anne Arundel, said the University 
System of Maryland, which sets 
tuition rates at 11 state institu- 
tions, historically has relied too 
heavily on tuition to cover their 
costs and should instead make 
budget cuts. 

State higher education officials say 
such caps would seriously hamstring 
their ability to balance budgets. 


Gov. Robert Ehrlich slashed state 
contributions to the system this year to 
help cover the state’s massive budget 
shortfall. Instead of $ 867 million, the 
system received just $800 million for 
2003. In response, tuition increased 
by an average of 18 percent for the cur- 
rent school year. In October, another 
9 percent increase for the next aca- 
demic year was approved. 

Critics say other steps could be 
made, such as trimming the num- 
ber of highly paid administrators.

SINCE YOU ASKED 


Q Why can’t Metro run trains 
more frequently during rush 
hour to reduce crowding? I just 
returned from three years of living 
in Moscow, where the trains run 
about 50 seconds apart. 

A The wait between Metro 

trains during rush hour varies 
from about two minutes to six 
minutes, depending on where you 
are. Lem Proctor, chief operat- 
ing officer for rail, said one of the 
main reasons trains move at that 
pace is the rail’s automatic train 
control technology, which dates 
back to the 1960s. 

The subway system is cut into 


blocks and the technology en- 
sures that only one train will be in 
a block at any time — regardless 
of speed — to prevent accidents, 
Proctor said. More modern sys- 
tems use radio waves to detect 
train locations and speed to 
regulate their distance from each 
other, he said. 

Proctor noted some of the 
world’s transit agencies that offer 
less of a wait also herd riders into 
trains from the platforms, which 
he didn’t think would play well 
in Washington, danny freedman

South Koreans turn to controversial tongue surgery to give kids an edge 


CULTURE I South Korean moth- 
ers know few bounds in trying to 
give their kids a leg up in speak- 
ing English. They play them nurs- 
ery rhymes in the womb, hire 
pricey tutors for toddlers, send 
preschoolers to America to pick 
up the accent. 

But now they’re even turning to 
surgery to sort out misplaced L and 
R sounds, underscoring the dark 
side of the crushing social pres- 
sures involved in getting a highly 
competitive society in shape for a 
globalized world. 

The surgery involves snipping 
the thin tissue under the tongue 
to make it longer and supposed- 
ly nimbler, and the government 
is so dismayed that its National 
Human Rights Commission has 
made a movie to scare the public 
into ceasing the practice. 

Called “Tongue-Tied,” it shows 
a young mother, obsessed with her 
son’s pronunciation at the kinder- 
garten’s all-English Christmas 
play, rushing him to the clinic for 
a quick fix. 

The boy screams as the moth- 
er and nurses hold him down, the

mother insisting: “It’s all for his 
future.” 

“Many viewers close their eyes 
at the surgery scenes,” said direc- 
tor Park Jin-pyo, who used foot- 
age from a real operation. “I wanted 
them to see how our society tram- 
ples our children’s human rights in 
the name of their future.” 

The English craze among pre- 
school children took off four years 
ago when the government made 
English classes mandatory from 
third grade. 

Flawless English was once ridi- 
culed as snobbish and even unpa- 
triotic. Now it’s a status symbol and 
prized by business and colleges. 

“Many parents have an illusion 
that good English could change their 
children’s lives,” said Song Young- 
hye, who runs “Wonderland,” one of 
the thousands of English language 
schools that have mushroomed in 
South Korea’s multibillion English- 
teaching industry. 

The procedure, called a frenu- 
lotomy, is used in the West in cases 
where the tissue under the tongue 
is abnormal and causes a speech 
impediment. The operation takes 20 
to 30 minutes under local anesthet- 
ic. No statistics exist on how many 


Korean children undergo go it. 

While local media say it is 
widespread in Seoul’s wealthier 
districts, doctors call the reports 
exaggerated. 

Doctors also scoff at the notion 
that the Korean tongue is too short 
or too inflexible for proper English, 
noting the thousands of Korean - 
Americans who speak unaccented 
English without surgery. Experts say 
practice, not surgery, is the key. 

“Doing the surgery on a normal 
kid just for English pronunciation 
doesn’t make anatomical sense 
at all,” says Park Bom- chung at 
Seoul’s Kangnam Sacred Heart 
Hospital.

The government has tried to 
absorb some of the overheated pri- 
vate English-instruction industry 
into the public school system, hir- 
ing more teachers including native 
speakers. But there is no sign that 
the craze is losing steam. 

The mania has even introduced 
new terms into the Korean language 
itself, like “goose fathers.” These are 
dads who work in South Korea and 
fly to the United States for seasonal 
reunions with their kids — who have 
been transplanted to America just to 
learn English, sang-hun choe (ap) 


Not-So-Hard Bodies 


Health club ads 
adopt a softer look 
for a wider audience 

HEALTH | Americans are gaining 
weight, and health clubs don’t 
want to be left out. People in their 
ads are gaining weight, too. 

Clubs are afraid that unless they 
show less shapely people, the unfit 
and flabby majority of Americans 
won’t feel at home. 

Ads to attract the New Year’s res- 
olution crowd — January is to health 
club memberships what December 
is to department store sales — are 
revealing less definition in the mod- 
els’ bodies and more definition in 
target marketing. 


Non -exercisers have gotten the 
idea that “you have to get fit to join 
a health club,” said Martin Pazzani, 
chief marketing officer at Bally Total 
Fitness, the nation’s largest health 
club chain. “The fitness industry has 
focused on images of youth.” 

Clubs have done a good job of 
preaching to the converted. Partly 
because club executives were fit, ads 
“reflected themselves and their cur- 
rent members,” Pazzani said. 

But this approach leaves clubs 
hitting a plateau that could leave 
out most of the potential market. 
Of about 200 million American 
adults, only about 30 million are 
five -times -a-week exercisers, and 
about two -thirds of them already 
are health club members, said Phil

Wendel, owner of Atlantic Health 
Clubs, a small chain headquartered 
in Charlottesville, Va. 

The Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention says only 31 percent 
of adults engage in regular leisure - 
time physical activity. And the indus- 


try polling firm American Sports 
Data reports that 63 percent know 
exercise is good for their health but 
do not exercise because they don’t 
think they’re capable of it. 

Meanwhile, getting fat is mak- 
ing striking gains. Obesity, the 


CDC says, has increased from 19 
percent of adults in 1997 to 24 per- 
cent in 2002. 

“The greatest concern many peo- 
ple have who are not regular exercis- 
ers at all is they are too intimidated 
to get started,” said Rick Caro, presi- 
dent of Management Vision Inc., a 
New York-based industry consult- 
ing group. “They don’t understand 
there may be many people who look 
like them or, excuse the expression, 
worse.” 

Indeed, some decidedly unfit 
people show up to work on self- 
improvement, especially in January, 
just not enough of them. So the clubs 
are doing more outreach. 

At the approximately 400 clubs 
in the Bally chain, the new message 
will be more inclusive. “We are focus- 
ing on all Americans who want to be 
more fit, and that includes the obese,” 
Pazzani said, ira dreyfuss (ap) 
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Entertainment 



The third film’s the 
charm for fantasy 
and sci-fi trilogies 

FI LM I When the characters in writ- 
er-director Kevin Smith’s roman- 
tic comedy “Chasing Amy” men- 
tion “the holy trilogy,” they aren’t 
discussing religion, they’re talking 
about “Star Wars.” 

Since the release of “Return 
of the Jedi” in 1983, fans and 
Hollywood executives alike have 
looked to the original three “Star 
Wars” films as the gold standard for 
how crowd-pleasing movie sequels 
should be handled. Rather than tell 
a series of self-contained stories, 
this trilogy told a single story across 
three films. 

Even lowbrow comedy sequels 
have attempted to cast themselves 
as a trilogy, as did this summer’s 
“American Wedding.” 

It takes more than recurring 
characters and a serialized story 
to win fans’ hearts. As the cre- 
ators of this year’s “The Matrix 
Revolutions” and “The Lord of the 
Rings: The Return of the King” 
found out, the kind of epic scale 
filmmaking required to create a 
“holy trilogy” comes with unique 
benefits and hazards. 

Building off the $456 million 
worldwide box-office success of the

original “Matrix” in 1999, Andy and 
Larry Wachowski were not bound 
by pre-existing material, so they 
decided to make it a trilogy. 

Although audience anticipa- 
tion gave the first sequel, “The 
Matrix Reloaded,” a $91 million 
opening weekend, enthusiasm 
for the film fizzled quickly. Many 
fans left disappointed, feeling the 
story did not live up to their expec- 
tations. The three films, however, 
did gross the Wachowskis $1.1 bil- 
lion worldwide. 

Together with George Lucas’s 
“Star Wars” prequel trilogy (which 
will conclude in 2005), these three - 
film series have set off a flurry of 
trilogy developments. New Line 
Cinema is working on adapta- 
tions for Phillip Pullman’s “His 
Dark Materials” trio of fantasy 
novels. Paramount is considering a 
trilogy based on its upcoming retro 
sci-fi film “The World of Tomorrow.” 
And Sony has agreed to let director 
Len Wiseman turn “Underworld,” 
his surprise monster-fantasy hit, 
into a trilogy, with a prequel and a 
sequel to come. 

University of Michigan film and 
video professor Hubert Cohen says 
trilogies such as “The Matrix” and 
“The Lord of the Rings” can benefit 
from the sheer size of their story- 
telling — trilogies allow the viewer 
the time to become immersed in 
the film’s world, something per- 
fectly suited to science-fiction 
and fantasy. 

“There’s something about big 
stories that attracts us,” he says. 
“It makes us feel we’re seeing 
something important.” Patrick day

Sure, the San Diego singer and 
songwriter co-wrote Jewel’s tune 
“You Were Meant for Me,” but the 
money Poltz made as a result allows 
him to indulge his irreverent side, 
which he does to great effect in 
“Chinese Vacation” (98 Pounder), 
his first album since his 1998 debut, 
“One Left Shoe.” 

Poltz revels in the absurd, par- 


ticularly as it relates to relation- 
ships. He sings about a girlfriend’s 
dysfunctional family over country- 
rock changes on the title track. 

On “Give You Up for Lent,” he 
lists his reasons for wanting some 
space from a domineering partner. 
The song’s a lurching waltz-time 
tune with lyrics including, “You 
moved into my condo and started 
charging me rent,” he sings. 

Just as absurd is his cover of 
TLC’s “Waterfalls,” which sounds 
good — if a bit out of place — with 
simple acoustic guitar and drums. 


Like Tod Snider, Poltz revels in 
the absurd. They both use smart- 
alecky humor as a counterbal- 
ance for the startling sensitivity 
that colors some of their lyrics. In 
Poltz’s case, he laments a break-up 
on “Stax” with wrenching quotid- 
ian details, singing, “You can keep 
most of the records/Leave me the 
Motown and the Stax.” And “10 
Chances” is a gentle acoustic love 
song centered on numbers: one min- 
ute on a calling card, a couple of 
aspirin, three words and so on. 

The theme is as clever and well- 
executed as the rest of “Chinese 
Vacation.” Here’s hoping he won’t 
take another five years to 
make the next record, eric r.
